Slang can be fun. It also can be 
Studied In a very serious way,” he 
said. “You can see how it influences 
standard English just by looking in 
the dictionary. A lot of words that 
were taboo or spoken by a very lim 
ited number of people are now used 
as Standard English.” 

Slang, he adds, is “part of what 
makes English one of the most alive 
languages in the world today, be 
cause English is so receptive to 
change.” ‘ 

Major says African-American 
slang seems to have had more of an 
influence on American English than 
any other ethnic group's jargon, ex- 
cept possibly Jewish or Yiddish slang 
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The 548-page book has more than 
6,000 dictionary-type entries that 
race the origins and meanings of 
words that have been used in the 
American black communiues for

The words include early southern 
rural slang that started during sla 
very, the slang of the black musi 
cians from 1900 to the 1960s, the
